a railroad man. showed the congres­ 
sional

cents out of every dollar of operating 
expenses were, in 19», paid out for 
labor, and tbe wages of labor are 
fixed by the government, and fifteen 
rente out of every dollar was paid for 
material and supplies at price« fixed 
by the government" 
To IlIuHtrate how labor cost* were 
inflated by the "National Agreements" 
entered Into during federal control, 
fixing rules and working conditions, 
the following examples were cited: 
1. 
The Pere 
Marquette 
Railway 
was compelled to pay $9,304 In back 
pay to four employees because their 
title* under these 
agreements 
were 
changed by a decision of the Director 
General, while the nature 
of 
thetr 
duties and tbe volume of their work 
remained the same. 
2. 
A car repairer on the Virginian 
Railway was paid $1,000 for work he 
never did. Be was laid off with other 
employee because there was no work 
for btip to do. 
When he became en­ 
titled under hie "«enlorlty rights" to 
be re-employed, he received back pay 
and overtime. 
8. The Rhop Crafts agreement pro­ 
vides that when employee« are re­ 
quired to check in end out on their 
own time they will be paid for one 
hour extra at the close of each week, 
no m atter how few hours they m y 
have worked.
